tax is not due and payable until 
May 1, becoming

June 2, and taxpayers will receive 
notices from the various collectors 
advising the 
amount 
due. 
Mr. 
Smith has issued 
the 
following 
statement concerning income tax 
requirements. 
‘‘Under the State Income 
Tax 
Law and Regulations, all residents 
of Missouri who have a net income 
of $1006 if single or $2000 if mar­ 
ried, and all non-residents who re­ 
ceive income from soui*ces or for 
services rendered within the State 
of Missouri in the amount of $1,- 
006 if single or $2000 
if married 


must file Income Tax Returns 
to 
the Stata of Missouri. 
“Widows, 
widowers, 
divorcees, 
and married persons separated by 
mutual consent are classed as sin­ 
gle persons. 
“Husband and wife living 
to­ 
gether may make separate returns

return. 
Where 
separate 
returns 
are made, the husband or wife can 
only report such income which act­ 
ually belongs to him.

Paris, March 9.—Captain Corn- 
iglion Molinier and Andre Marlaux 
telegraphed 
from French Comal 
last night that they had found the 
lost capital of the Queen of Sheba. 
They reported their discovery to 
the newspaper Intransigeant that 
they discovered the legendary city 
by airplane and had photographed 
it. 
Its towers and temples are still 
.standing, they said. 
It is located, they reported, 
on 
the river Tigris at the northeast 
point of what is now Syria at ths 
edge of Roubat-El-Khali, also call­ 
ed Roubahi Kale. 


Their 
message,

from Djibouti, French Somal, read 
inpart: 
“ YVe 
discovered 
the legendary 
city of the Queen of Sheba. Twen- 
| ty towers or temples still stand”.

in their belief they have ended 
a 
search conducted by scientists for 
centuries, locating a city which is 
described in the 19th chapter 
of 
; Joshua as under the jurisdiction of 
1 Simeon with the words: 
“And the second Lot came forth 
to Simeon, even for the tribe of the 
children of Simeon 
according 
to 
their families: and their inherit« 


ance was within the inheritance of 
the children of Judah. 
“ And they had in their inherit­ 
ance Beer-Sheba, and Sheba, and 
Mol-a-dah”. 
In those days the land of Sheba 
was one of the wealthiest of
